The action of the regis­

partm ent. C onveyances, after final entry 
and the issue of receiver's receipt, are al­ 
lowable and legal as between Hie parties, 
but purchasers before p a ten ttu k e their own 
risk.

From Joel Chandler H arris’s hum or­ 
ous and dram atic story, “Trouble on 
IuGSt M ountain,” in the January Cen­ 
tury, we tak e this characteristic inci­ 
dent of m ountain life in northern 
Georgia: 
“On one occasion sh ortly 
after the war, Abe had gone to the 
little county tow n on business, and 
had been vexed into laying rough 
hands on one of the prom inent citi­ 
zens who was a trifle under the in­ 
fluence of liquor.

“ ‘Well, I tell you how I feel about it, 
Abe.’ saiil the sheriff, speaking very 
slow ly.

Bang aw ay at 
me, an ’ t liar’s another w arrant after 
you. 
This yer one w hat I’m already 
“o t don't am ount to shucks, so you 
better fling on your coat, saddle your 
horse, an ’ go right along wi me thes 
ez neighborly ez you please. 
“ ‘D ave,’ said Abe, ‘if you com e in 
at that g.'fte you er a goner.’ 
“ •Well, A be.’ the sheriff rep lied ,‘I 
’lowed y o u ’d kick: I know w hat hu­ 
man n a tu r’ on these hills is, a n ’ so I 
then axed som e er the b oys to com e 
along. 
They er right down thar in the 
holler. 
They h ain’t got no m o’ idea 
w hat I com e fer'n them an in them oon; 
y it th ey ’d m ake a mighty peart posse. 
T oob y shore, a great big m an like you 
a in ’t afeared fur ter face a little bit er 
la w .’ 
“Abe H ightower hesitated a m o­ 
ment. and then went into the house. 
In a few m inutes he issued and went 
out to the gate where the sheriff w as. 
The faces of the! w om en were a study. 
Neither betrayed any em otion or a l­ 
luded to the w arrant. 
The sheriff 
asked after the ‘crap,’ arni Abe told 
him it was ‘m iddlin’ p eart,’ and asked 
him to go into the house and m ake 
himself at hom e until the horse could 
be saddled. 
After a while the tw o 
rode aw ay. 
Once during the ride Abe 
said: 
“ I'm m ighty glad it w a’nt th a t fel­ 
ler w hat run agi’n you last fall, D ave.’ 
“ ‘W hy?’ asked the sheriff. 
‘“ Bekaze Ed ’a ’plugged him , certain 
an ’ shure,’ said Abe. 
“ ‘W ell,’ said the sheriff, laughing, ‘I 
wuz a-w ishin’ m ighty hard thes ab out 
th a t tim e th a t the t'other feller had 
got ’lected.’ ”

was a fearless horsem an, but the New- 
Yorker was a 
vigorous writer and 
strong thinker.’’ 
‘ H am ilton .” said 
Colonel Meade, 
“did the headwork of W ashington’s 
staff, and I did the riding.” 
At the close of the war, W ashington, 
while taking leave of his aids, said to 
H am ilton, “You m ust go to the bar. 
which you can reach in six m on th s.” 
Turning to Colonel Meade, he said, 
“Friend Dick, you m ust co to your 
p lantation; you will 
m ake a good 
farmer, and an honest forem an of the 
grand jury.” 
Both 
predictions 
were 
fulfilled. 
H am ilton becam e a leader of the New 
York Bar, and Meade built, with his 
own hands, a log-house of tw o room s 
on his own p lan tation in the valley 
of Virginia, where he becam e a fam ous 
farmer. 
Several years later, Meade 
visited M ount Vernon, and W ashing­ 
ton rode to meet him. 
They m et on 
the opposite sides of a pair of draw ­ 
bars, and both dism ounted. 
“Friend D ick,” 
said W ashington, 
“as your h ost, it is m y privilege to 
take down tile b ars.” 
“ Well, general,” retorted Meade, “ I 
will be your aid still.”

To Dam the Mississippi. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 28.—A favorable re­ 
port has been made on Mr. N elson’s bill 
authorizing the Mississippi Water Power 
and Boom company of Brainerd to dam 
Hic Mississipp river. 
The proposed darn 
would be no obstruction to navigation, 
for there is none to obstruct except logs, 
for which ample provision is made, and 
would be but an additional reservoir con­ 
structed and maintained, not as the other 
reservoirs, at public expense, but at the 
expense of the party proposing to con­ 
struct Hie dam. 
A bill similar to tile one 
under consideration was favorably re­ 
ported by the committee on commerce of 
the Forty-eighth congress.

But as that place l.t'f year secured a like 
permit, and is now building under it, 
and the Mississippi here is not even nav­ 
igable, the report is doubtless unfounded.

I will tight any m an in the world, within 
lour to six weeks; scientific p oin ts to count 
if fought with gloves, o r if not, then L on­ 
don prize ring rules to govern. 
The m atch 
is to be from $2 500 to $10,000 a side,and 
to be in the presence of only live persons. 
1 will tight to a finish o r as the acceptor 
m ay prefer. 
Under no conditions is the 
m atch to occur in public. 
The challenge 
is to rem ain open only one week. 


Letting o f C a s c a d e T u n n e l C o n tr a c t. 
The bo ard of directors of the N orthern 
Pacific authorized the letting of the tunnel, 
tw o miles in length, through the Cascade 
m ountains, to Nelson Bennett of Deer 
Lodge, Mont. 
The tunnel will cost som e­ 
thing under $800,000, and is to be com ­ 
pleted by May, 1888. 
Mr. B ennett is now 
building the forty-mile section under con­ 
struction between N orth Y akim a an d Fl- 
lensburg, 
and has all the construction 
work on the Cascade division. 
So far 
15*1 miles of the division have been ironed. 
Fifty of these are on the west end, and the 
remaining 105 on the east end. This brings 
the track on the east end to eighteen miles 
beyond North Y akim a, and leaves t wenty- 
tw o miles to complete it to Ellensburg. Be­ 
tween Fllensburg ami the east end of the 
t rack on the western end of the division 
th'-re are seventy-three miles to be 
built, 
tw enty-8 'ven the other side of the tunnel 
und forty-four this side. 
The tunnel is 
ab o u t tw o miles in length, ami according 
to the contract let m u st be completed in 
1 we.ity-nine m onths. 
In addition to the 
main tunnel there is a b o u t tw o th o u san d 
feet of tunneling to be done west of Ellens­ 
burg.

Fourteen convicted saloonkeepers were 
sentenced a t M ashalltown, Iowa, by Judge 
H enderson. 
F o u r received the limit of the 
law, $ 1,000 fine, and ten more, $600 each.

cuperate; and th a t the whole dam age to 
the finit and from interests of the sta te 
will not exceed § 2,000,000.

In reply to y ou r letter of the 8th inst., 
desiring to be informed as to my “aim s and 
purposes” in my late ruitngs. you are a d ­ 
vised th a t I propose to execute the laws as 
they stand . 
E n trym en of public lands are 
required 
to 
comply 
w ith 
the 
con­ 
ditions prescribed by law. 
Their entries 
must be confirmed by this office before 
p aten t can issue. 
The action of the regis­ 
ter and receiver in the acceptance of proofs 
and issuing certificates is prelim inary only 
not final nfor conclusive, b u t subject to re­ 
view and final action by this office and de­ 
partm ent. Conveyances, after final entry 
and the issue of receiver's receipt, are al­ 
lowable and legal as between the parties, 
hut purchasers before p a te n tta k e their own 
risk. 
The governm ent has the right, and 
may cancel an entry for fraud, illegality or 
non-compliance with the law. 
These are 
not “ innocent purchasers” and have never 
been so treated in the practice or decisions 
af the d ep artm en ts o r by the courts. 
F o r 
your further inform ation upon this point 
you are referred to thedecision of Secretary 
! Teller in the case of U. 1*.Cogswell, 3 L. I)., 
23.

1885, was declared 
to be ojien to settlement, and n o t in­ 
cluded in the new reservation established 
by section ♦> of this act, an d who located 
there on hom estead, pre-emption o r town 
site claims, shall for a period of ninety 
days after the proclam at.on of the pres­ 
ident required to be m ade by section 22 of 
this act, have a right to re-enter upon 
said claims and complete the sam e as re­ 
quired by law, and their said claims shall 
for such tim e have a prefer* nee over later 
entries, and when they shall in other re­ 
spects comply with the law regulating such 
entries, etc.. as hom esteaders, with the 
sjiecific provisions of this act, they shall 
be entitled 
to have such 
lands, 
and 
p a te n ts therefor shall be issued as in 
iik* cases. The money paid for pre-emption 
and tow 11-site entries shall be#uch as are 
required by law in oth er cases, and shall be 
paid into the general fund provided for by 
tnis act.

the Concord, Delaware and Lindley; and 
native plums have been and will continue 
to be a speciality. 
After stating t h a t the 
cultivation of apples will eventually be­ 
come profitable in M innesota, Mr. Lord 
recommended the following fruits as w orthy 
of trial by the farmers of the s ta te for d o ­ 
mestic use: 
Straw berries—The 
Wilson

ground; Downer’s Prolific for sandy soil, 
and the Crescent Feedling (with a fertilizer) 
or o th er soil.

From Joel Chandler H arris’s hum or­ 
ous and dram atic story, “Trouble on 
L*>st M ountain,” in tlie January Cen­ 
tury, we take this characteristic inci­ 
dent of m ountain life in northern 
Georgia:

Several years later, Meade 
visited M ount Vernon, and W ashing­ 
ton rode to meet him. They met on 
the opposite sides of a pair of draw ­ 
bars, and both dism ounted. 
“ Friend Dick,” said W ashington, 
“as your host, it is my privilege to 
take down the bars.” 
“ Well, general,” retorted Meade, “ 1 
will be your aid still.”

of English law, Ijewes had forfeited his 
right to he divorced from his faithless 
partner, because, in a moment of 
com passion, he had received her hack 
as his “lawfully” wedded wife. 
Inthis 
condition, as a twice-dishonored hus­ 
band. he m et with Miss Evans. 
He 
was fascinated by her and she gradu­ 
ally became fascinated by him. There 
w as no outw ard beauty on either side; 
Lewes was one of the handsom est men 
in (treat Britain, and Mi-s Evans had ] 
no personal attra ctio n , if we except 
the sweetness of her voice and the sin­ 
gular beauty of the expression of the 
eyes.

saw the vision of the 
other “ in the m ind.” 
Miss Evans, 
repudiating the technicality of the 
English law, consented to be united to 
Mr. I#ewes, went abroad with him, 
was m arried to him, we think in some 
foreign city, and returned to England 
a kind of a social rebel, frowned upon 
by all women except those intim ate 
friends who knew her m otives and 
never faltered in their friendship.

pronounce my relations to Mr. Lewes ! 
im moral; I can only understand by 
remembering how subtle and complex ; 
are the influences which mould opin- I 
ion.” 
W hatever m ay he thought of the le­ 
gality or m orality of the connection j 
there can be no doubt it led to th e! 
happiest 
results to both parties. J 
Lewes had been practically homeless ; 
for two years. 
There was danger ! 
th a t his children would grow up un- 1 
educated and uncared for. 
He was ; 
fast drifting into Bohemian habits. 
F our years after his new m arriage 
Mrs. Iauves states in her journal th a t 
their “double life is more and more 
blessed—more and m ore com plete.” 
A few* weeks after Lewes writes in his 
journal th a t lie owes an intellectual 
debt of g ratitu te to H erbert Spencer. 
He says: 
“M yacquaintance with him was the 
brightest ray in a very dreary, w ast­ 
ed i>eriod of my life. * * * 
1 owe 
him another and deeper debt. 
It was 
through him th a t I learned to know 
M arian—to know her was to love her 
—and since then my life has been a 
new birth. To her I owe all my pros­ 
perity and happiness. God bless her!”

The acting Vice President John Sher­ 
man, is a graduate of the common 
schools of Ohio. 
The Secretary of 
State, Thom as F. B ayard, never got 
further th an a Delaware rural acade­ 
my. The Sjieaker of the House of 
Representatives, John G. Carlisle, is a 
self-educated* m an. Of the entire 74 
members of the Senate only 80 are 
graduates of colleges, and of these 30 
only 12 hold diplom as from in stitu ­ 
tions of national reputation. 
In the 
House the ratio of college graduates 
to those who never had any college 
training is less than one to lour, and 
the collegians are by no means the 
st rongest and m ost influential men of 
the body—a statem ent which also ap ­ 
plies to the relative standing and 
power of the two classes in the Senate. 
The p arty leaders on both sides in 
both branches of Congress are nearly 
all men whose educational privileges, 
in the strict sense of the expression, 
were confined to the ordinary country 
or village school.
